C. that Plaintiff be granted pre-judgment and post-judgment interest on the damages 
to them by reason of Defendants, Intel, Raza, AMD, Sun, NVIDIA, and Real's infringement 
163 patent; 

D. that Plaintiff be granted its attorneys' fees in this action; 

E. that costs be awarded to Plaintiff; 

F. that Plaintiff be granted such other and further relief as the Court may deem just and 
under the current circumstances.
